EVERY FACTOR IN WORLD WAR 
NOW IS FAVORABLE TO ALLIES. 


[ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


Aug. 6.—After summing up all the factors in the sit- 
uation, Paris is now satisfied that the Allies have at last 
reached the turning point In the war and that, although 

there is still an enormous amount of hard fighting to be done, 
the end is no longer in doubt. 

Every factor, in the opinion held here, is now in favor of 
the Allies, including not only the immediate situation on the 
Aisne front, .but the whole strategic position. Their superiority 
in effectives, and especially in reserves, is now regarded as cer- 
tain and in a steadily increasing ratio. Economically, it goes 
without saying, the position of the Allies has been superior to 
that of the enemy many months, while there can be no ques- 
tion as to either the splendid morale of the Allied armies and 
peoples alike or as to the extreme depression prevailing through- 
out the German empire, which, as admitted by Theodore Wolff, 
in the Berlin Tageblatt, has reached a depth of despair hitherto 
unfounded. 

On the food question the Allies have no reason to fear the 
future, while the enemy dare not look into the coming winter 
without a shudder. While the Allied harvests all promise to ex- 
ceed the average, all the evidence available tends to show that 
not only are the Central Empires at present shorter of food- 
stuffs than ever before, but there is reasofi to believe that every 
single crop will be largely below the average. 

The Allied seizure of Archangel, Japanese action in Siberia, 
the increasingly dangerous position of the Germans and Aus- 
trians in Russia, the desperate internal situation of Turkey, the 
curiously cunning policy of Ferdinand of Bulgaria and the fact 
that none of the Allied countries has ever been so free from in- 
ternal unrest are all recognised as factors confirming the justi- 
flable optimism which is the dominant note here today.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Broader 
provisions for exemptions have been 
written into the new Man-power Bill 
now before Congres#¢, so that the na- 
tion’s war industry fabric may not 
be upset by unduly large with- 
drawals of men over 32 years of age 
for military service. 

Provost-Marshal-General Crowder, 
appearing today before the Senate 
Military Committee, explained that 
he had deemed it advisable to make 
possible a more liberal interpretation 
of the law and prevent the induction 
into the army of many men per- 
forming essential work at home and 
yet not actually in industrial occupa- 
tions. 

Open hearings of War Department 
officials on the bili, immediately aft- 
er the reassembling of the house next 
August 19 were planned today by 
Chairman Dent of the House Mili- 
tary Committee. 

Chairman Chamberlain announced 
that the committee had decided to 
ask Secretary Baker and Gen. March 
to make statements.

EFFORT TO WIN GLORY FOR 
THE HOUENZOLLERN HEIR 
BRINGS DISASTER.

PARIS, 26 (by mall to New 
York, Aug. 6,)—Ill-feeling between 
the German Crown Prince and 
Crown Prince Rupprecht had its ef- 
fect on the German high command 
in beginning the present offensive 
between Soissons and Rheims. 

The German Crown Prince, ac- 
cording to reports, desired that his 
armies should have the honor of 
striking the first blow in 1918. The 
Emperor is believed to have lent a 
favorable ear.

This fail- 
ure gave the German Crown Prince 
strong support for his plea that the 
drive should be made against the 
French lines, and apparently the 
high command gave its consent, and 
the Allied victory followed.

THE PRUSSIANS. 


“La Liberte” Says Our Men 
Have Superior Class. 


French Visitor Warns that 
Germans Lie About Us. 


Quotes “Vorwaerts” Saying 
We Fight Like Novices, 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.-~- “The 
most striking fact is the taking of 
Fismes by the Americans,” says 
Liberte of Paris, commenting on 
the operations of the _ victorious 
American troops in France, a copy of 
which was cabled here today to the 
French Embassy. 

“Fer the second time in less than 
a week,” Liberte continues, “our 


allies have beaten the Prussian 
Guards. It is to one of those regi- 
ments that filed past us at Paris on 
the Fourth of July that the honor of 
this brilliant exploit belongs. Fismes 
was on the evening before cutflanked 
on the eest, and American detach- 
ments had even been able to pene- 
trate Into the southern suburbs. 

“Sunday morning at 10 o'clock the 
Americans launched an assault 
against the town itself, which was 
being defended by the Prussian 
Guards. They gave proof of that 
superior and irresistible class which 
characterizes them. The Americans 
followed ciceely the Fismette, which 
is situated north of the Vesle. Sol- 
diers of the Guard, in spite of their 
tenacity, had to fall back, and their 
pursuers again engaged them in bat- 
tle. There were furious hand-to- 
hand struggles. At Sergy and 
Seringes our allies excelled in com- 
bat with the sword and bayonet, 
making @ real massacre of the 
enemy. 

“At 4 o’cleck they were masters 
of the town and its suburbs, the 
greater pert of which is in ruins.” 

PRAISE FROM DE BILLY. 

De Billy, Deputy French High 
Commissioner to the United States, 
issued a statement t y praising 
the American troops and defending 
them against German insinuations. 

“After denying the possibility of 
Americans making their weight felt 
in the wer, for lack of tonnage, in- 
structicn and commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers to form the 
backbone of the army,” says De 
Billy, “the Germans are compelled 
today to capitulate before the eve. 
The American troops sprang up 
suddenly in the midst of the French 
army, and their first appearance in 
an imposing body cn the battlefield 
of the Marne was crowned with suc- 
cess, 

“It was tn the order of things that 
the German press, always prompted 
by the imperial government, should 
endeavor to deprecate before the 
German public the value and conse- 
quence of the American success. The 
following dispatch was sent from 
the front by the Berlin Vorwaerts 
correspondent on July 27: 


FAINTER PRAISES. 
“In the battle between the Aisne 
and the Marne, the Entente for the 


first time threw American forces in- 
to the fire. As a result of personal 
inquiries among the divisions of the 
Generals Von Elzel and Vcn Watter, 
in the center of the German front, I 
am able to state the follewing: 
“"The Americans fought partly in 
serried divisions, partly incorporated 
in the French forces. Of the regi- 
ments now in the battle most have 
been over a year In France; the oth- 
ers were only superficially trained in 
America and cn the continent. Their 
equipment is excellent throughout. 
“"The new American Army, like 
the French, hes a number of negro 
divisions, but these have not yet 
been thrown into the battle. 
“‘Among the American prisoners 
a surprisingly large percentage bear 
German names. They say men of 
German descent are prominent 
among the American Army leaders. 
“ "The consensus of opinicn among 
our front troops is that the fighting 
value of the American soldiers 
should in no wise be underrated. 
Boastful of their American superior- 
ity, and in high spirits, owing to the 
fulscme flattery of the French pub- 
lic,. they rush into the fire with 
naive recklessness, but as yet they 
have not learned to fight in extend- 
ed order and how to protect them- 
selves skillfully from artillery fire. 
Their losses are immensely heavier 
than the others. The piles of Amer- 


ican dead, for instance, fronting 
Monthiers Hill, is only comparable 
with the Russian ccrpse-strewn 


fields at the time of Brussiloff's of- 
fensive.’ 
WE ARE FOUND. 

“Without indulging in any sup- 
position concerning either the Amer- 
fcan losses, which we do not know, 
or the lesson to be derived from the 
present operaticns, we wish to set 
the American public on its guard 
against the false insinuation of the 
Vorwaerts. 

“If we believe that paper, the flat- 
terles of the French public have kept 
alive in the American Army the ex- 
clusive practice of serried divisions, 
thus causing excessive loss. Noth- 
ing is more groundless. To be cer- 
tain, the French people, and not 
only the pecple, but the French 
army and its chief, have cheered the 
Americans with all their hearts for 
those first successes. They highly 
appreciate the American offensive 
spirit and courage. But never have 
those whose mission was to collab- 
orate in the instruction of the Amer- 
ican Army in the United States and 
in France endangered the results of 
that instruction by an» reprehensive 
flattery. 

“Never have the French cflicers 
concealed from their American com- 
rades what they had to learn to ob- 
tain successes without heavy loss.”

RETURNED PASTOR ADDRESSES 
SEVENTH DAY ADVENTISTS 
IN CAMP MEETING. 


Seven hungry lions making the 
night hideous with their blood-cur- 
dling roars, venomous snakes of fab- 
uleus size, maijaria, typhoid and 
black-water fevers and all the dis- 
comforts of pioneer life are not suf- 
ficient to frighten the true gospel 
missionary whose heart is in his 
work, according tc Pastor W. Harry 
Anderson, an American missionary 
who has spent twenty-three years 
in Africa under the direction of the 
Seventh-day Adventist foreign mis- 
sion board, and who is in this coun- 
try on furlough. Speaking yester- 
day at the Adventist camp ground 
at Washinzton street anti Orchard 
avenue, tre tcld of a few of the hard- 
ships of a missfonary’s life. 

“Some kind-hearted people in 
America offered to give me an auto- 
mobile for use in Africa.” he said, 
“and I thanked them for their kind- 
ness. But what would we do with 
an automobile in the interior of the 
dark ccntinent when all the roads 
we have are winding native foot 
paths for thousands of miles, which 
go snake-like through the tall grass? 
Why, the fastest means of travel we 
have is afoot, and we go from twen- 
ty-five to thirty-five miles a day. We 
also travel with the ox wagon when 
we have a load. just as the early 
pioneers crossed the plains with their 
prairie schooners. When we are go- 
ing through the brush, !f we strike 
a small tree we just cut it down and 
go ahead.”

A summary of the disposition of 
cases shows a total of 1270 days in 
sentences, with $625 in fines im- 
posed, and 89 delinquent question- 
naires investigated. There are 189 
German aliens in the city, 220 have 
left and 190 have come within the 
jurisdiction.

Other nations in the world's history 
have braced themselves to meet the emer- 
gency of war, have risen superbly to face 
the hour of crisis.

From what was 
practically eighteen Months ago in a mill- 
tary sense raw material our American bus!- 
ness ingenuity, personal initiative and high 
conception of patriotic duty have manufac- 
tured a smoothly-working and nicely-coor- 
dinated war machine, the joyful surprise of 
our friends and the despair of our enemies. 
No more heed our people for anything they 
want materially rely on the toolong-vaunt:- 
ed qualities of German efficiency. [It is as 
dead on this side of the Atlantic as German 
kultur. 


ORTY well-drilled years of methodical, 

. painstaking, police-espionage and gov- 
ernment pigeon-hole preparation gave the 
Prissian war lords a running start in their 
fight for world conquest. Had democratic 
America been merely as efficient as impe 
rialistic Germany and worked solely on 
the German system--the Kaiser might with 
reason have laughed at the notion of a big, 
peaceable, unprepared people—three thou- 
sand miles from the scene of the conflict— 
with no army, few ships, an easy-going citl- 
zenry that chafed at unusual! restriction and 
unaccustomed discipline, ever being in a 
position, so far at least as this present war 
Was concerned, to interfere seriously with 
the Pan-German plans for world dominion. 
One of the thousand things the Kaiser over- 
looked was the capacity of democratic hu- 
man efficiency to as MOch in twelve 
months as the mechanical] efficiency 
of Germany could reach in forty years. 

When we look back on what was ahead 
of us when we undertook to save humanity 
from German frightfuilness; when we re-

HILE so much of the energy and the 

heart of the nation was concentrated 
on the gigantic task of sending the soldiers 
to every branch of thdustry and 
endeavor on which victory depended was 
being speeded up in the same proportion. 
Already 1,500,000 toms of new merchant 
ships have left the ways in American ship- 
yards and the number of launchings in- 
creases every month. This, too, while the 
needs of the navy are still given first place 
by our shipbuilders. 

The last neval appropriation provides for 
twice the former number of battleships and 
for twenty destroyers instead of the usual 
six. The schedule time for building a de- 
stroyer has been cut from twenty-four to 
eight months, Submarine chasers are be- 
ing turned out almost at the rate of Ford 
machines—and to a great extent by the 
same expert automobile wizard, Our navy 
growth, as was to have been expected, has 
more than kept pace with our army neces- 
sities. 

In the airplane industry we started from 
“scratch” in the race for the mastery of 
the alr and have already developed the most 
nearly perfect alr motor known to science 
and are shipping airplanes and supplying 
aviators in incredible numbers. We may 
remark that in the mechanical department 
of providing submarine chasers and air- 
planes and trucks for supplies and ambe 
lances for the wounded America owes a debt 
to her automobile manufacturers that in the 
final day of victory a grateful people should 
do sométhing to commemorate. The motor 
ear factory has nobly done its part in “mak- 
ing the world a decent place to live in.”

UR financial programme—the vast 

sums in loans and taxes that we have 
ungrudgingly, whether as patriatic invest- 
ors or willing taxpayers, handed out for war 
expenses in the last fiscal year—has run 
into such figures that the American citizen 
is nonplussed when he reads them. Two 
years ago the idea that this country could 
thus pour out its treasure like water would 
have been regarded as the fruit of an imag- 
ination run to seed. Yet when America

UT the greatest and most vital of all 

the enormous war undertakings of the 
United States has been crowned with suc- 
cess by the voluntary effort and the unself- 
ish devotion of every man, woman and child 
who has placed love of country before every 
private whim or comfort or desire. Amer- 
ica, almost single-hanhded, had to feed the 
whole half of the world fighting for Chris- 
tian decency. No meat nor bread cards, no 
government commandéering of supplies, no 
police interference with domestic household 
affairs could have won this most ftmportant 
victory for the Allied cause.

In that grim zone of the world where 
death is ever present, where men live so 
near their God in every hour, where souls 
pass onward without fear and make no 
moan, death jis shorn of all its conventional 
ceremonies, its expensive caskets, it floral

condolences. There are no discreetly-clols- 
tered funeral parlors, no mournful hearses, 
no fashionable mourning, no musical req- 
uiems,; no craven monuments in that zone 
to mark the occasion when a man’s soul 
passes on. On those fields death is a sim- 


ple, crude thing, yet how wondrous in its 


majesty, how majestic in its crudity! Re- 


duced to the starkest simplicity, it attains 


ite greatest grandeur, and to die thus, to be 
buried thus, is nobler for than all that pomp 


and circumstance can confer. 


The funeral artist at home has raised his 
trade to a high level of civilized luxury. Our 


dead are beautified for us, their skins are 


whitened, even rovged a little: they are 
groomed and dressed that our last gaze 


upon them may carry with it memories of 


life. There are even professional mourn- 
ers for hire, and few so poor among us 
that would deny our dead the trappings of 


conventional luxury according to our \purse. 


These things seemed well to us when

event to be celebrated with die decorum 
and circumstance, not perhaps entirely de 
void of a certain mournful vanity in the 
bereaved. 

But “over there” death lives among them 
on intimate terms, rather in the guise of 
an ultimate friend than an enemy, the ac- 
cepted finale as the reward of heroism, of 


; something aceomplished, something done, 


to earn a calm repose. And it is not the 
body of the man, once dead, that exacts the 
attention of the living; its burial is swift 
and expeditiots, but his soul lives’ on. But 
for all its simple, expeditious burial the 
dignity, thé majesty was there, for he had 
died as bravely as he lived, ennobled far 
beyond’ oaken caskets and expeasive 
wreaths, honored above a hundred coaches 
and a priceless monument. And to attempt 
to restore his wound-torn face to mortal 
beauty, to concea] the heroic pain of his 
sufferings, were desecration. He died with 
the mark of his valor and his pain upon 
him and thus is he buried without the re- 
fining defilement of the funeral artist. 
“'Tis not the whole of life to live, 
Nor all of death to die.” ' 

It fs only while men are dying in their 
Valiant thousands upon the battlefield that. 
we realize the incongruity, nay, often the 
Unseemiliness so often obvious at our fu- 
neral displays. 

And it is tm these stark days of accus- 
tomed and majestic death that we remem- 
ber Longfellow’s lines: 

“There is no death. What seems so is 
transition: 

This life of mortal breath 
Is but a suburb to the life elysian. 

Whose portal we call death.”
